Cassowary Fishing.

Tho habits of the cormorant and of
our native fish hawk are generally
known.

I saw o cassowary come down to the
water'sedge, and stand for some minutes
apparently watching the water carefully.

The fishes had evidently mistuken the
festhers for o kind of weed that grows
in the water along the banks of therivers
in this island, and which very much re-
sembles the feathers of the cassowary.
The smaller fishes hide in these weeds to
avoid the larger ones that prey on them.

Paper Pencils.

One of the difficulties which have stood
in the way of the substitution of paper
pulp for wood in the manufacture of pen-
cils has been the toughness of the paper
covering, and its consequent resistance
to the action of a knife, By a new pro-
cess which has been patented, the mole-
cular cohesion of the paper is modified
in such a manner that it can be cutas
easily as cedar wood. The paper is first
of all made into tubes, and a quantity of
them are placed in a frame at the lower
end of a cylinder. The substance which
isto be used as'a marking material is
placed in the cylinder while in a plastic
condition, and sufficient pressure is then
appled to foree it into the hollow centers
of the paper tubes, After the comple-
tion of the process the pencils are grad-
nally dried at increasing temperatures
during a period of six days, and they
are then plunged into a vessel of molten
paraffine wax, which has tlic effect of
modifying the texture of paper pulp as
described. — Manufactures nnd Ingus-
tries.

The VWelght of Dialividanls,

The everuse weight of a boy ot birth
fs coven wmel that of a girl o little mory
than six pounds. When they huve ots
tained the full development «f man ot
womanhood they should weigh twenty
times as mucl asthey did av birth,  Thid
would muke n man’s average weight 140
and a womean's nbout 125, The Leight
of a male at birth is 1 foot 8 inches and
that of a female 1 foot 6 inches. [Fully
grown, &4 man's height should ve shout
three and o half times greater then ot
birth, or 5 feet 0 inches, while a woman
should bo 5 fert § inches.  The weight of
individuals who are fully developed and
well formed, however, varies within ex
tremes, which are nearly as 1 to 2, whils
their height varies within limite which
at most are as 1. to 1-3. Taking 204
pounds as tlie moximum of mun's weight
and 83 as the minimum we would have
the average of 142§ pounds. Placing the
maximum weight of woman nt 18§
pounds and the minimum at 70 pounds,
and we get an average of 127§ pounds.—
Philadelphia Record.
